gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  regular  Tuesday  rooming  meetings  with  the  ' 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health  committee  have  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  have  afforded  the  opportunity  not  only  for  deeiling  with  a vast  amount 
of  work  of  more  routine  character  but  have  enabled  discussions  to  be  . developed 
relating  to  policy  and  planning, 

AS  an  outcome  of  these  discussions  It  became  apparent  that  radical  reorgan-; 
Isatlons  and  a considerable  re-thlr^clng  of  the  purpose  and  future  of  the  Health 
Services  were  necessary,  and  that  the  staffing  structure,  organisation  and  admin- 
istration needed  to  be  brought  Into  a state  of  preparedness , ready  to  advance  on  a 
broad  front  to  a new  position.  The  new  position  to  be  more  harmoniously  Integrated 
with  and  si^poi*tIve  to  the  family  doctor  and  at  the  same  time  made  flexible  to 
cope  with  anticipated  developments  In  the  fields  of  rehabilitation,  and  researches 
Into  cancer  and  the  degenerative  diseases.  Many  of  the  Ideas  were  propounded  and 
discussed  In  the  year  under  review  but  many  remain  to  be  crystallised  and  carried 
into  executive  action  in  1962,

It  was  recognised  that  ffln-servlce"  training  at  all  levels  would  be  necessary 
to  Induce  "new  look"  attitudes  and  ways  of  thinking  amongst  the  staff  and  early 
planning  and  programming  of  this  began  In  the  Autumn  of  I96I,  Reparations  wert 
also  made  to  extend  the  Environmental  Health  Services  to  ensure  In  particular  pro- 
gress In  both  "Clean  Air"  and  "Slum  Clearance"  and  the  continued  100%  examination

The  staffing  situation  as  In  i960  continued  to  be  beset  with  difficulties  but  I 
It  is  hoped  that  the  196I  planning  will  produce  benefits  In  ensuing  years  In  all  j 
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fields, 


Co-operation  with  other  branches  of  the  Health  Service  and  with  other  stat- 
utoiv  and  voluntary  organisations  continued  to  develop  In  a satisfactory  manner 
very  largely  as  a result  of  personal  contacts  at  officer  level  but  we  are  still 
far  from  perfection. 

Statistics  - 

The  estimated  mld-196l  population  of  105,930  conformed  reasonably  closely  to 
the  actual  106,11/|  discovered  at  the  196I  census. 

The  total  live  births  1,665  giving  a birth  rate  of  15.71  differs  little  from 
the  i960  figure  of  l,68o  births  with  a rate  of  15.95,  There  were  113  of  these  live 
births  Illegitimate  conq^red  with  83  In  i960.  There  were  3k  stillbirths  as  com- 
pared with  /t6  In  i960  but  nevertheless  far  too  high  a figure.  So  far  as  general 
mortality  was  concerned  Cancer  as  a cause  of  death  declined  from  2,82  per  1,000 
deaths  In  i960  to  2,22  per  1,000  deaths  in  196I,  and  there  were  50  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  as  compared  with  60  in  i960.  This  is  not  very  consoling  against 
the  background  of  the  report  of  Dr,  capper,  (see  pagel3)  the  Director  of  the  Mass 
X-Ray  Survey  unit,  for  whereas  with  regard  to  lung  cancer  In  the  1957  survey  he 
discovered  0,3  per  1,000  examined.  In  196I  he  discovered  0,8  per  1,000  examined, 
l,e,  for  men  only  a rate  of  1,2  per  1,000  as  compared  with  0,5  per  1,000  in  1957, 

coronary  disease  continued  to  account  for  about  340  deaths  per  year  and  '»all 
circulatory  diseases"  accounted  for  l,0l6  of  the  1,822  deaths  In  the  year,

MMTAL  HEALTH 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  duties  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959»  snd 
saw  the  appointment  of  Mr,  A,  Nelson  as  Senior  Mental  vielfare  Officer,  comnencing 
duties  in  March,  The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  continued  to  attend  the  Psychiatric 
Outpatient  Clinic  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  and  also  the  case  Conferences  with 
the  consultant  Psychiatrist  at  Queen's  Park  Hospital  on  Monday  afternoons,  ward 
rounds  also  were  attended  and  the  Psychiatric  Social  Club  held  at  the  Queen's  Paric 
Hospital  on  Thursday  evenings.  Liaison  for  "after-care"  Is,  therefore,  well  con- 
trived and  is  extremely  helpful.  Outpatient  facilities  are  extremely  good  and 
enable  the  Consultant  or  his  assistants  to  see  cases  referred  through  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  at  very  short  notice. 

The  Introduction  of  a monthly  consultative  clinic  In  subnonnallty  In  May  I96I 
at  the  Health  Department,  has  proven  very  useful  for  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the 
staff  of  the  Brockhall  Hospital  for  subnormal ity  any  cases  In  the  ccanmunity  v^icb 
have  special  difficulties  by  way  of  diagnosis,  control  or  disposal.  Although  all 
General  practitioners  were  notified  of  the  setting  up  of  this  clinic,  so  far  they 
have  made  little  use  of  it  and  reference  is  mainly  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Off- 
icers or  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  The  liaison  with  the  Brockhall 
staff  is  excellent  and  one  cannot  but  remark  upon  the  friendly  helpfulness  of  Dr, 

I Rose  and  his  Deputy,  Dr,  McHugh,

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  after-care  visits  to  the  mentally  ill  and  to 
I subnormal  persons  were  on  a more  extensive  scale  in  I961  being  1,706  and  952  res- 
) pectively  and  It  was  noticeable  that  office  interviews  with  patients  of  both 
9 groups  or  their  relative'-  were  m and  12?  respectively.  The  number  of  special 

! 
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reports  to  Psychiatric  hospitals  increased  to  39k  in  196I  and  entailed  a vast 
amount  of  social  history  taking. 

There  were  2kk  visits  made  to  mentally  disturbed  persons  prior  to  admission 
to  hospitals  but  this  gives  no  idea  of  the  amount  of  extraneous  work  trying  to 
trace  relatives  and  family  doctors  to  make  practical  arrangements  and  to  accompany 
patients  In  many  cases  to  the  hospital  v«rds. 

AS  a follow  up  to  my  1959  report  on  the  relative  amount  of  treatment  and

HEALTH  EDUCATICM 

Health  Education  facilities  continued  to  expand  through  the  year  and  sen 
members  of  the  staff  attended  courses  man  by  the  central  Council  for  Health  Educ 
atlon.  A film  strip  of  the  local  authority  health  services  linked  to  G.P.  and 
hospital  ms  made  by  the  departmental  staff  and  ms  used  for  lectures  and 
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cusslon.  A pilot  survey  Into  teenage  habits  and  behaviour  wflilch  was  to  have  given 
guidance  for  a full  scale  research  survey  for  the  purpose  of  directing  health 
education  to  this  age  group  was  unfortunately  suppressed  following  a "smear 
campaign"  by  part  of  the  National  Press,  Health  Education  to  older  school  child- 
ren, therefore,  continued  on  the  same  arbitrary  unscientific  basis  as  hitherto  and 
one  suspects  that  the  lack  of  direction  was  wasteful  of  effort, 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  trends  In  the  maternity  services  described  In  previous  reports  continued 
in  1961  with  the  low  level  of  staffing  of  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  making 
It  difficult  to  cope  with  the  annual  500  births  In  the  community  and  at  the  same 
time  contrive  the  training  of  Peirt  II  pupil  midwives.  The  early  discharge  of 
patients  from  hospital  In  the  first  few  days  of  the  "lylng-ln  period"  contributed 
to  the  overloading  and  was  recognised  as  one  of  the  many  factors  prejudicing  re- 
cruitment to  the  local  authority  service.  Far  too  many  expectant  mothers  sought 
ante-natal  care  far  too  late  and  thus  reduced  Its  effectiveness.  The  standard  of 
local  authority  ante-natal  care  was  very  good  and  conformed  with  the  spirit  and 
letter  of  the  original  central  Health  Services  Council  Standing  Maternity  and  Mid- 
wifery Advisory  Committee  recaranendations.  The  continued  pressure  of  demand  to 
use  the  Blackburn  services  made  by  "County  district"  patients  needed  to  be 
cujrtailed  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  there  was  no  overcx^swding  of  clinics,  no 
unnecessary  waiting  by  Blackburn  mothers  and  a more  strictly  adhered  to  appoint- 
ments system. 

The  hospital  consultants  continued  to  bring  their  clinical  expertise  to 
bear  on  the  many  facets  of  the  problems  of  maternal  care  at  the  local  authority 
clinics  and  I am  indeed  grateful  for  the  undoubted  benefit  conferred  by  their  att- 
endances throughout  the  year. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  Dr,  Uiclen  Read's  report  (see  below)  demonstrates  the 
value  of  early  ante-natal  treatment  of  the  syphilitic  mother  as  a means  of  pro- 
tecting the  baby  frffm  the  disease,  this  together  with  the  discovery  of  Gonorrhoea 
in  four  married  women  emphasises  the  value  of  the  special  clinic  as  a part  of  the 
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maternity  services, 


I am  Indebted  to  Dr.  Read  for  the  following  report; 

"During  the  year  1961,  175  new  patients  attended  this 
clinic.  Of  this  total,  seven  were  male  children  born  to 
syphilitic  mothers  and  were  found  to  be  normal. 

The  168  female  cases  were  divided  up  as  follows:- 

2 cases  of  latent  syphilis 
74  cases  of  discharge  requiring  treatment 
92  cases  for  v\hich  no  treatment  was  required 

The  majority  in  this  latter  group  consisted  of  un- 
married mothers  ?dio  are  referred  from  the  Moral  Welfare 
Authorities. 

Although  there  were  no  cases  of  gonorrhoea  diagnosed  at 
the  clinic,  four  married  wcmten  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  gonorrhoea  at  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  and  were 
then  transferred  to  Victoria  Street. 

The  clinic  was  held  48  times  during  the  year,  with  a 
total  of  367  attendances  and  a further  25  Intermediate 
treatments  given  by  the  nursing  staff.  Blood  serum  was 

examined  in  107  cases,  and  smears  and  cultures  taken  to 
exclude  gonorrhoea  in  a further  99  cases.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  numbers  have  continued  to  show  an  upward  trend  except  in  the  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  prophylaxis  There  the  public  reaction  was  one  of  marked  and  inc- 
reasing apathy.  The  absence  of  cases  was  the  main  contrlbutcxy  factor  to  the 
apathy  as  fear  seems  to  be  the  critical  stimulus  to  acceptance. 


CHIROPODY 

Chiropody  services  continued  to  be  available  through  arrangements  with  tlWj 
W.V.S,  for  the  "aged"  priority  group. 


AFTER-CARE  SERVICES 

The  department  continued  to  be  Informed  of  all  females  over  60  years  of  age 
and  all  males  over  60  years  discharged  frcmi  hospitals  and  of  all  patients  of  these 
age  groups  coming  off  the  District  Nurses*  treatraent/visitlng  lists  so  that  visits 
could  be  made  by  the  Health  visitors  to  give  help  and  guidance  and  to  mobilise 
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such  resources  as  appeared  necessary  on  behalf  of  the  patients 


The  practice  of  liaison  with  the  local  paediatrician,  chest  physician,  eye 
specialist,  E.N.T,  specialist,  obstetrician  etc,,  by  the  Health  Visitors  continued 
and  enabled  social  histories  to  be  taken  on  their  behalf  and  follow  up  visits  made 
In  necessitous  cases. 


MASS MINIATURE  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT. 


I am  Indebted  to  Dr,  J,  Capper  for  the  following  comments  on  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Survey  held  In  Blackburn  during  the  period  Ihtti  November, 
i960,  and  15th  June,  196I, 


"During  this  survey,  we  x-rayed  35»100  examinees,  as 
against  a coiq>arable  figure  for  the  1957/58  survey  of  32300, 
This  shows  a general  all-round  Increase  of  2,800  examinees 
which  together  with  the  fact  that  11,211  had  previously  not 
been  x-rayed  by  Mass  Radiography  Is  a very  satisfactory 
result, 

cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from  68 
cases  In  1957  (1,8  per  thousand  examined)  to  30  In  I960/6I  - 
0,9  per  thousand,  viilch  Is  very  reassuring.  However,  this 

was  offset  by  the  rise  In  the  Incidence  of  bronchial  car- 
cinoma from  12  cases  In  1957  - 0,3  per  thousand  examined  - 
to  27  in  1960/61  - 0,8  per  thousand  examined  - showing  a 
rate  for  men  of  1,2  per  thousand.  This  alarming  rise  of 
from  ,5  per  thousand  to  1,2  per  thousand  for  men  has  also 
been  seen  In  surveys  In  other  parts  of  the  Noi'th-lancashlre 
area  during  the  past  year  and  now  represents  a worse  problem 
than  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Although  the  response  from  factories  and  offices  was 
Increased  by  approximately  2,000  In  this  survey,  the  number 
of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  dropped  from  1*7  to  18,  On 
the  other  hand,  the  number  of  cases  among  the  General  Public 
remained  fairly  constant  - 10  In  1957  and  11  In  I961,  There 
Is  a general  preponderence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  amongst 
males  In  this  survey  - the  ratio  being  23  against  7 females,

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


1961  was  the  sixth  year  of  the  ten  year  programme.  Good  progress  was  made 
during  the  year  and  eight  areas  comprising  312  dwelling  houses  were  represented.  In 
addition,  23  individual  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  and  35  were  acquired  for 
demolition.  in  total,  therefore,  370  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
This  is  the  largest  number  of  houses  dealt  with  during  any  one  year  of  the  prograiane 
and  indicates  that  the  rate  of  Slum  aearance  could  be  speeded  up  if  re-housing  and 
demolition  kept  pace  with  the  representations. 


AS  pointed  out  in  my  report  for  i960,  there  will  still  be  a large  number  of 
unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  with  after  completion  of  the  present  programme.  Discuss- 
ions have  taken  place  with  the  Town  planning  Officer  with  a view  to  the  drawing-up  ot 
a further  ten  year  programme  during  I962.  If  approved,  this  would  entail  a further 
2.000  - 3,000  houses  being  dealt  with  during  the  period  1966-75  at  the  present  rate 

of  clearance. 


When  the  ettended  pnigre.™  Is  completed  there  will  still  he  many  sob-standard 
houses  within  the  Borough,  that  Is.  houses  without  running  hot  water,  no  baths,  out- 
side toilets  and  without  proper  food  storage  facilities.  Discretionary  grants, 
dealt  with  by  the  Borough  Engineers  Department  are  being  made,,  but  In  most  cases 
only  to  owner/occuplws.  It  might  well  be  that  In  the  foreseeable  future  poiwrs 
wlU  be  given  to  Local  guthorltles  to  compel  oimers  of  tenanted  houses  to  carry  out 

these  desirable  Inqjrovements,

Offensive  Trades.  The  number  of  offensive  trades  is  fifteen. 
These  consist  of  eight  Bone  and  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing,  three 
Pat  Extracting  or  Pat  Rendering,  one  Gut  Scraping  and  three 
Tripe  Boiling.  There  are  also  two  Knackers  Yards.  All  are 
visited  regularly. 

Insanitary  Dwellings.  Twenty-two  houses  were  closed  during 
the  year  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Verminous  Premises  and  Persons.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five 
private  dwelling  houses  coinprising  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  rooms  have  been  disinfected.  Fifty-eight  infested  per- 
sons were  treated  in  the  Cleansing  Clinic. 

Infected  Premises.  One  hundred  and  fifty-three  private 
dwellinghouses  coinprising  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  rooms 
have  been  disinfected  following  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Common  Lodjglng  Houses.  The  need  for  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  Borough  appears  to  be  decreasing.  The  true  vagrant 
seems  now  to  have  almost  disappeared  and  the  type  of  person 
who  drifts  into  a common  lodging  house  is  usually  the  elderly 
man  who  has  no  relatives  or  has  been  abandoned  by  them. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  six  common 
lodging  houses  in  the  Borough,  the  total  number  of  beds 
being  available  was  215 . During  the  year  one  house  was 
closed  by  the  owner  reducing  the  number  of  beds  to  188  ais

The  position,  however,  will 
soon  become  very  different  owing,  to  the  fact  that  no  I®” 
than  four  out  of  the  five  common  lodging  houses  will  be 
affected  by  sliun  clearance. 


Birley  Street  is  in  an  area  that  was  represented  in 
December  I96I.  King  Street  is  in  the  Montague  Street  No.  4 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  which  was  confirmed  in  July  I960 
and  demolition  is  now  imminent.  Mount  Pleasant  is  in  the 
Smithies  Street  Clearance  Area  which  has  been  confirmed  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  and  Eccles  Street  is  in  an 
area  which  will  be  represented  in  I964. 


Therefore,  in  about  3 years  time  the  number  of  conmon 
lodging  houses  will  be  reduced  to  one  with  71  available  beds. 
This  is  the  one  managed  by  the  Salvation  Army  and  is  indeed 
a model  lodging  house,  being  well  fitted  up  and  exceedingly 
well  run.  This  house,  however,  is  always  full  and  cannot, 
therefore,  take  in  extra  lodgers. 

This  position  is  to  be  the  subject  of  a report  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Health  Committee. 


Houses  let-in-lodgings.  The  exact  number  of  these  premises 
is  not  known.  There  are  23  houses  known  to  the  department, 
but  until  a survey  of  the  town  can  be  made  the  exact  number 
cannot  be  given.  There  has  been  a large  influx  of

It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  during  the  year  two  firms  continued  to  Ignore  all  advice  and  v«m- 
ings  given  to  them  by  officers  of  the  department  and  legal  proceedings  had  to  be 
instituted.  The  firms  were  each  fined  £20.  'Wie  magistrates  appeared  to  take  a 
serious  view  of  the  offences  and  it  may  well  be  that  any  future  offender  will  be 
dealt  with  even  more  severely.
